Large losses happen occasion¬ 
ally when au unexpected victory 
pays 40 or 50 to 1, but, as, a geueral 
thing, unless the bookmaker deliber¬ 
ately guinbles with chance he “makes 
books” so that he will show a profit 
on each race. A skillful bookie can 
so manipulate the odds that at no 
point does be stand to lose ou a race, 
and, like bis brother of the gambling 
house, his profit lies in this percentage 
In his favor. Even whero gambling 
games ore run without recourse to 
fraud the odds lu favor of the dealer 
"are never less than 20 per cent

It Is spoken 
of I 11 the second <*dltiou (1080) of Cot¬ 
ton’s “Complent Gamester” as “the 
game of whist, so railed from the si¬ 
lence that is to be observed In the 
play,” but as whisk seems to have been 
its original name, according to some 
authorities, this derivation is not as¬ 
sured.

A noticable feature of some of the ad¬ 
dressee given there, wai the disapproval of 
the low salaries offered to teachers. As a 
result ths best men were not entering the 
profeeaion with a view to permanency, but 
engage in it only ae preparatory step to 
something more remunerative.

advantage to the teacher. Fpoke chiefly 
on "Written Agreements," different kinds 
of Certificates, anthorized Text Books, 
discipline, half yearly examinations. Mr

Regrets were expreeeed that in the new 
program some very important inbjecti had 
had been omitted for Entrance Examin¬ 
ation. 

A paper on "Writing” by Mr Anderson 
recommended the Muscular Movement 
being practiced dailv in order to gain free¬ 
dom with the pen. 

"Science in the Public Schools” by Mr. 
Hedlev. entered largely into "Nature 
Study,” impressed the importance of the 
child's observing* powers D€ing train*d, 
finding out the habits of domestic animal*, 
birds, insects, making comparisons of plant 
and animal life and form. 

"Art and Cclor Work” taken by the 
Misses Crysler. Harrison and Parka show¬ 
ed how the cultivation of the esthetic taste 
was helpful in advancing the more prosaic 
work of the school. 

Samples cf drawing and color work done 
by the children were exhibited by Mise 
Cryelee. Mies Harrison, Mr. Anderson, and 
grades One and Three, East Model School.

B005 A MODERN RAFFLES. 

Was Popular With the Maids and 
Matrons of Middleton. 

A Middletown, N. Y., despatch 
says:—By the confession of Charles 
Boos, until a few days ago superin¬ 
tendent of the Wallkill Transit Com¬ 
pany’s lines in Orange county, a 
spectacular police mystery has been 
solved. He admitted to the police 
on Tuesday that It was he who had 
robbed one of the largest department 
stores in the city, besides several ro 
sidences, in the last few months. 

Boos is regarded as a modern social 
highwayman. He drew'a large salary 
as superintendent of the big transit 
corporation and lived in good style 
in apartments on one of the best 
streets in the city. He was popular 
in society, and some of the designing 
mothers looked upon the jolly bach¬ 
elor with a large income as ope of 
the “catches.'’ 

But all the time Boos waslwaking 
himself popular among the maid* and 
matrons of Middletown he was play¬ 
ing the role of a Raffles. He was 
always in the latest fashion, and, in 
fact, was something of a dandy in 
appearance. Throughout the day, so 
long as he held his place as head of the 
transit company, he was apparently 
one of the busiest men in town. He 
bad no time for anything but his 
work, and seemed an exemplary man 
ol business. 

Greqt was the amazement of all 
Middletown when it became known 
last Friday that Boos had been ar¬ 
rested and hustled away to the 
county jail at Goshen. The charge 
against him was made by officials "*f 
the transit company, by which he 
had been employed. It was discover¬ 
ed that the superintendent had stolen 
a large quantity of copper wire from 
the company and sold It to a junk 
dealer. 

The amazement was still greater 
when it was found that Boos had 
hidden in his lino apartments a lot 
of plunder for which the police bai 
long been looking.

HALIFAX IN DANGER. 

Flames Near Dynamite Caused a 
Panic. 

A Halifax despatch says: The 

spectacular blaze which broke out on 
George's Island, the Imperial fort¬ 
ress in Halifax harbor, caused a 
thrill of excitement in the city. The 
island is directly opposite the cita¬ 
del, anfl is within a quarter of a 
mile of the important docks and a 
large section of thj south end resi¬ 
dential district. 'I'he file broke out 
about 9 o'clock on Friday night, and 
rapidly assumed the proportions of 
a conflagration. The island is stud¬ 
ded with fortifications, except a 
singll level space on the eastern side 
where were the living quarters of the 
artillery, the storehouse and repair¬ 
ing shops of thj submarine mining 
corps of the Royal Engineers. There 
the fire broke out, and as the fire¬ 
fighting apparatus on the island was 
pf little power it soon gained head¬ 
way The night was ealiu, and the 
great blaze lighted up the whole har¬ 
bor and caused so great a reflection 
that, thousands of people were 
drawn to the waterfront. Harbor 
tugs were rushed to the island and 
hundreds of bluejackets from Prince 
Louis' cruiser squadron hurried to 
the scene in steam launches. The 
tars did great work, and after an 
hour's exertions the flames were 
subdued. 

Thousands of pounds of gun cotton 
used by submarine miners, are 
stored underground on the island, 
and considerable anxiety was felt 
lest a concussion would cause it to 
Ignite. Happily no accident occur¬ 
red George's Island is one of the 
strongest fortresses, and commands 
entirely the innor harbor. This is 
the first loss suffered by the Imperi¬ 
al authorities since the great citadel 
fire seven years ago.

ceded. Downright frenzy, revolu¬ 
tionary frenzy, seems to have seized 
tho entire people, who rush head¬ 
long as though literally possessed, 
and re-olved to bring rum on them¬ 
selves, or else end the odmus regime, 
which is dying too slowly. There 
are no people’s tribunals at work, as 
in revolutionary France, but there 
are executions enough. which are 
carried out in ways that point to 
local vchmgeriehtM Every morning 
paper brings lists of officials, police, 
Cossacks, administrators, and even 
watchmen. whose lives have been 
suddenly snuffed out during the night 
by men who are unknown ltumbs, 
daggers, revolvers, and rifles figure 
in the lugubrious accounts, to whi h 
the public is rapidly growing accus¬ 
tomed.

In middle English we find phrases 
which have the same purport. Thus in 
mile's "Commonplace Book” (1.130 1 we 
find. "A byrde frn bonde ys better than 
three in the wode,” and in Rhode's 
"Bnbees’ Book,” also of early date, "A 
byrd in hand • • • is worth ten flye at 
large.** 

No doubt our modern version springs 
from these old saws, and it is possible 
tbut they may have originated in the 
quaint remonstrance of one Will Som¬ 
ers, a Jester in the court of Heury 
VIII., to whom Lord Surrey, in grati¬ 
tude for many a good turn, had given 
a kingfisher from his aviary. When 
Surrey sought to recover it, promising 
to replace it another day, the sapient 
Jester Is said to have declined, saying, 
"I prefer one bird in the hand to two 
in the bush!”

The seven sleepers of Ephesus were 
Constantine, Dionysius, John, Max¬ 
imum, Malchus, Martiniuu and Scru- 
pion, seven young men, converts to 
Christianity, who during the {teraecu- 
tion of Christians under the Emperor 
Dcclus, A. D. 250, refused to how lx>- 
fore an Idol set up by tbe erai>eror at 
Ephesus.

They did not 
long survive and their bodies were 
taken for burial In a large stone coffin 
to 8t.

FALL PRUNING OF VINES 
AND BUSH FRUITS. 

(by H. L. Hutt, B. S. A. 

As boou a* the leaves are off in the 
auiumn much of the pruning of vines 
and bush fruits may be done to better 
advantago than by leaving it till next 
spring. Much, of course, depends up¬ 
on the locality. in southern sections, 
where no winter protection of vine* 
and bushes i* needed, the pruning may 
be left till some convenient time during 
the early spring, but in northern see - 1 
tions, where grape viues and borry 
bushes h«ve to he laid down in the 
fall and cover?d with earth or other 
covering before winter set* in, it is 
advisable to do the pruning before 
such covering is necessary. 

Currant and goONt)*>rry bu shes are so 
hatdy that they need no winter pro¬ 
tection, even in the north, and they i 
leaf out so caily in tho spring that 
it is well to have tr.em pruned in the 


Mich bushes, then, tho unnual pruning 
consists in cutting out all the canes 
which have horn fruit. The new 
cams al.so thould bn thinned out 80 as 
’o leave only six or eight of tho best 
canes to each hush ; cr if the bushes 
am grown in the hedge row instead of 
the hill system, the thinning should 
leave the can's six or eight inches 
apart in the row. 

As to whether the tops of raspberry 
or blackberry bushes should be headed 
back In the fall depends JarpeJy upon 
tho locality. In tections where the 
canes do not kill hack in tho winter, 
they may be headed back in the fall ; 
hut where the canes have to be laid 
down hl d covered, or where they kill 
hack more or less during the winter, it 
is best to leave the heading hack till 
spring, when rhev can be cut back 
to sound wood. The height to which 
sound canes should be cut hack varies 
from ihree to five feet, depending upon 
the vigor of tlie bush.

CONSIDERED A GREAT DIPLO¬ 
MATIC STROKE. 

Defence of Akiatic Frontier the 
One Sound Principle of 
Protection. 

The union for mutual support of 
the two sea powers is a great stroke 
of the statesmanship that makes 
for peace, writes a military corre¬ 
spondent in The London Daily Tele¬ 
graph, but it is the peace of the po¬ 
liceman. not of the weary night- 
watchman who perpetually called 
“All's well.” when his box was be¬ 
ing overturned, when knockers were 
being wrenched oft by noisy rioters, 
while many of the houses under his 
guardianship were being pillaged. It 
upplies to the defence of our Asiatic 
frontiers the one sound principle for 
their protection. Those who have 
spoken and written as though any 
arrangement with Japan which could 
!bo of use to us must imply the in¬ 
troduction of other soldiers than 
out own into Hindustan itself, and 
therefore our abandonment—mani¬ 
festly to all men, and more particu¬ 
larly under the eyes of tho natives— 
of our warlike self-dependence, have 
( evidently never studied the question 
jin all its bearings. Fof the point 
is this—that however strong we may 
have made our “scientific frontier,” 
its local safety does not represent 
our relief from dilRculty. We, for 
good or evil, stand pledged by 
treaty to the Ameer of Afghanistan 
to repel any movement 
! AGAINST HIS DOMINIONS. 
That promise—any failure to fulfil 
which would be disastrous for our 
prestige and our authority—throws 
forward out meeting-point with Rus¬ 
sia, should sho ever carry out her 
carefully-prepared plans for aggres¬ 
sion against us, far to the north¬ 
west of our own border, to the 
farthest limits of all that is includ¬ 
ed in the territory governed from 
Kabul. 

, Apart altogether from tho claims 
upon us which might justly be put 
forward, any occupation by Russia 
of many parts of this wild kingdom 
of the northwest would greutly fa¬ 
cilitate her future progress, and 
seriously tond to endanger our 
tranquil possession of the brightest 
jewel in the British Crown. Notably 
it is historically true that Herat has 
been alway* the gateway through 
which conquerors from the interior 
have marched on India. Therefore 
it has been always our necessary 
practice to insist upon that town 
being held by someone friendly to 
ourselves. Yot from a purely mili¬ 
tary point of view it is certainly 
not on the further side of that in¬ 
tricate entanglement of precipices, 
mighty mountains and difficult pass¬ 
es which constitutes for the most 
part the border state between us 
nnd the “Colossus of tho North” 
that it would be well for us, if she 
chooses war, to encounter her. 
Other things apart, never yet has 
the rule of the most vigorous prince 
of Kabul been so well established 
that he could ensure the abstinence 
from predatory action of all the 
tribes within his land, if once they 
saw the tempting booty that ac¬ 
companies a civilized army exposed 
to them, and perhaps hoard exagger¬ 
ated rumors of its having sustained 
some temporary check. 

Therefore it has been for many 
years tho accepted idea in our India 
office that, whilst we wore bound to 
stop any absorption by Russia of 
the possessions of our neighbor, ami. 
as long as he can trust us to do 
what we have said we would <lo. 
our fairly faithful ally, there was 
only one way in which we could 
wisely accomfflish this, viz., by 
making St. Petersburg clearly un¬ 
derstand that all attacks upon him 
would be resented as if they wero

to defend our rights, and in arms 
to fulfil our duties, from going on 
to the bitter end. 

The influence which the alliance 
will exercise on China has no little 
importance. There is only one re¬ 
spect in which it will not enable 
• us, cither there, in Persia, or in 
I other quarters, to meet Russia suc¬ 
cessfully, Strangely enough. con¬ 
sidering the almost bankrupt condi¬ 
tion of that empire, she often wins 
j by a certain power of the purse, 
i Though always in money difficulties 
she has habitually—at Constanti¬ 
nople, at Teheran and in Pekin- 
gained her ends by a system of brib¬ 
ery with which it is impossible for 
us to compete. Nevertheless, 

: though we must, leave to her the 
glory of playing upon all the cor¬ 
rupt elements in rotten states, and 
reaping her reward, wo may. taking 
all tho facts into consideration, 
safely congratulate ourselves upon 
tho fact that, because two strong 
men armed together keep the house 
more safely than one alone, their 
goods are likely to bo at peace for 
many a long day. Only both must, 
be armed, or the whole prospect is 
darkened. Loyalty to such an ally 
demands that of us.

A LOOK AT SOM* OT 

WIZARD'S INVENTIONS. 

All the Fittings of the OalTano- 
sneter Room ere Mode of 
Brest. 

Many visitors to the Edison labor¬ 
atory at Orange, Mass., find the gal¬ 
vanometer room more interesting 
than any other section of the build- 
ing, on account of its containing the 
models of those inventions which Mr. 
Edison evolved in his earlier days. 
Some of these inventions are little 
known to the unscientific public, 
though they may be, and probably 
are,, in every-day use among scienti¬ 
fic men. 

This galvanometer room, apart 
from what it contains, is a some¬ 
what rem cr table apartment, having 
been constructed without a speck ot 
iron, all the fittings, nails, keys and 
locks of doors, window-latches, etc., 
being ma le entirely of brass. The 
cost, ot course, was great, but thi«i 
hardly entered into Mr. Edison's mind 
for tho object he had in view was tj< 
keep away all magnetic influence. 
The models of the different inven¬ 
tions are ranged along the sides of 
the room in glass cases, and how 
many they are in number the writer 
wouid scarcely care to say. 

It is in this room we find tho 
models of the duplex, quadruples, 
multiplex, and phonoplex telegraphs, 
the Edison dynamos, the pyro-mag- 
netic motors and generators, the 
microphone, the electric pen, the Ed- 
ison-Sims torpedo, the different tele¬ 
phone transmitters, the megaphone, 
and the magnetic ore separator, most 
of which, perhaps, are too well 
known or too scientific for descrip¬ 
tion here. 

There are, however, other models 
which cannot be. passed over. There 
is. for instance, Mr. Edison's first 
invention, 

THE EDISON VOTE RECORDER. 
Th:* interesting invention comprises 
a system by which each member of 
a legislative body can, by moving a 
switch on his desk to right or loft, 
register his name on a sheet of paper 
under tho “ayes” or “noes.” 

The paper was chemically prepared, 
and when ihe circuit was closed an 
iron roller passed over the paper, 
under which was tho type signifying 
the member's name. Tho current 
passing through tho chemically-pre¬ 
pared paper caused the discoloration 
where'er the type came in contact 
with it, and the name was accord¬ 
ingly printed on the paper At the 
same time the voto was counted by 
a dial indicator which was operated 
by the same current. It was on in¬ 
genious and reliable “voter”—in fact, 
too reliable to meet with public 
favor. 

Then there is the model of the 
phonomotor, or vocal engine. This 
wus one of tho most remurkahle of 
all Mr. Edison’s sclentilie "toys,” 
and was evolved in the course of his 
experiments with the telephone ami 
the phonograph. While engaged m 
these acoustic researches Mr. Edison 
found that the human voice 
was capable of considerable energy, 
and he therefore constructed an in¬ 
strument containing a mouthpiece 
and a diaphragm, to the centre of, 
which he attached a brass rod 
CARRYING A STEEL PAWL. 

This pawl acted on a ratchet-wheel 
with very line teeth, mounted on a 
shaft carrying a fly-wheel and driv¬ 
ing a colored disc by means of a 
cord. Then when you spoke or sung 
into tho mouthpiece the vibrations 
of the voice caused the pawl to im¬ 
pinge upon tho teeth of the ratchet- 
wheel. and thus produced a rapid 
rotation of the fly-wheel and the 
colored disc. A continuous sound 
gave the fly-wheel such momentum 
that there was considerable force 
needed to stop it. On the word of 
no less an authority than the inven¬ 
tor himself there is no difficulty in 
boring a hole through a board or 
sawing wood with the human voice 
mrmns of this little invention.

THE NEUROTIC CHILD. 

Th® responsibilities of parenthood 
are great under any circumstance; 
but the task of making a well-bal¬ 
anced, useful citizen, vigorous in 
body and spirit, of the child who 
starts life handicapped by a delicate 
nervous organization is one of the 
most serious and far-reaching prob¬ 
lems of which it is possible to con¬ 
ceive. 

The dolicately poised and high- 
strung nervous system of the neuro¬ 
tic child renders it abnormally sen¬ 
sitive to all influences for good or 
evil, mentally, morally and physical¬ 
ly. It forms a predisposing factor 
of the utmost importance in the pro-' 
duction of the many forms of mental 
and moral weakness or disease which 
unfortunately appear to be constant¬ 
ly increasing with the development 
of civilization. The present condi¬ 
tions of life are such as largely to 
annul the brutal, but in the long run 
salutary', workings of the law of the 
survival of tho fittest; and it is the 
right of the little ones whose mental 
equipment has suffered through the 
overspecialization that characterize! 
modern times to be so tenderly and 
wisely guarded during their period of 
growth that the ever-present danger 
of serious nervous disease shall be 
warded off. 

With such children the merely scho¬ 
lastic training of the mind should 
assume second place, and every ef¬ 
fort be made to develop self-control 
and other moral qualities, and to 
render tho body as vigorous and ac¬ 
tive as possible.

A SCENE OF^DESOLATION 

BAKU PILLAGED BT RIOTERS 
AND FIERCE TRIBES. 

Oil Welle Destroyed, Warehouses 
Burned and the Popula¬ 
tion Fugitives. 

I have just returned from a visit 
to the City of Baku, the centre of 
the recent incendiarism, and a more 
dfftolate place one can hardly con- 
«.• ive, writes a Moscow correspond¬ 
ent. Nearly all the oil wells of the 
district have been destroyed by the 
rioters and the fierce Tartar tribes 
of the mountain region, and the city 
itself presents tho aspect of being 
completely looted. Warehouses have 
been pillaged or burned to the 
ground, and everywhere is observed 
traces of the reigi of terror which 
existed, and even now exists, there. 
Half the population has fled, and 
the other half faces starvation in 
utter fear of outrage or death. 

Approaching it by sea the whole 
character of the landscape changes 
as soon as the steamer rounds tho 
point of Apscheron Peninsula, thirty 
miles from the town. North of tho 
point there were vineyards and gar¬ 
dens running down to tho shore, and 
white, two-storeyed houses, the 
Summer homes of the rich merchants 
of Baku. South of it lies the nap¬ 
tha land, and “whero £»od planted 
the naptha He lets nothing else 
grow,” say the Tartars. Grey and 
yellow sand, white patches of salt 
crystals, black patches of naptha 
outcrop; fantastic upheavals of vol¬ 
canic mud—such is the country round 
Baku. One can imagine stich a land¬ 
scape in the moon. 

The first impression is a dismal 
one; nor is a closer view much more 
inviting.

by Them U a Great 
Success. 

The casual visitor to the Doukho- 
bor reserves in the Northwest, 
spending o night or two among that 
Interesting people, is filled with ad¬ 
miration for the “Universal Chris¬ 
tian Brotherhood." writes Hannah 
Bellows in "The Friend." Arriving 
at a village at the close of a work¬ 
ing day, ho is struck with the peace¬ 
fulness and prosperity of the scene. 
The hearty welcome to the best the 
house affords, the cleanliness and 
order that prevail, the splendid con¬ 
dition of the horses and cal tie; all 
these things combine to fill the miml 
of the visitor with a sense that the 
communal system practised bjf the 
Boukhobors is indeed a suVcess. 

Then in conversation with the 
ad of the house, if he is u cora- 
bnist, and with th • neighbors who 
rill gather in to see ami talk to the 
stranger, ho will hear that the con¬ 
scientious convictions of the Douk- 
hobors have led them to give up the 
individual holding of property; that 
the summer's earnings of nil Douk- 
hobors who are not wanted for the 
farm work, amounting to. perhaps, 
a hundred thousand dollars in all, 
are placed In the common treasury; 
that horses, cows, and In some vil¬ 
lages even poultry, are kept in 
common buildings. lie will learn, 
too. that the central fund Is con- 
troll<*d ar.d expended for the com¬ 
munity by Verigin, the leader, and 
a committee of three, who buy all 
clothing materials nnd some food¬ 
stuffs wholesale in the ca.Ti, or in 
Winnipeg: and that the village sup¬ 
plies are kept in one place in the 
^^lage. whence thev are distributed 
stated times.

with greater authority than the 
rest; that'Verigin is their'equal, and 
is simply their spokesman 1 ) Are thjy 
not ull brothers, und do they not 
recognise only one King over them, 
that is, Cod? 

But if he is more than a casual 
vlsi'-or, if he lives among them, and 
gets to know them well. He will 
soon ieam that the reverse of - the 
shield is very different. The com- 
fiiUiiiiy is held together mainly by 
Verigin’s influence. This influence is 
based partly on his persona! force of 
character, partly on something much 
more subil*. To outsiders he ulways 
disclaims any special authority over 
tho Boukhobors, while the truth is, 
that tho so\ rcignty he exercises 
over them is almost us absolute as 
that of the f’/ar over his subjects. 
Many of the Boukhobors do certain¬ 
ly believe -Verigin to bo something 
more than human. This supersti¬ 
tious reverence is, of course, strong¬ 
est in the women, with whom Veri¬ 
gin’s powtr mainly lies. It deters 
many a man from leaving the co;n- 
munity to know that, if he does so, 
his wife, by Verigin’s command, will 
return to her own hom". JVe know 
two or three cases whore this has 
already taken place, and has 
brought much trouble into previous¬ 
ly happy circles. 

History repeats itself in the mi¬ 
nis of the Boukhobors, and Verigin 
would seem not to have studied in 
vain the past hislory of his scat. 
The Boukhobors who migrated to 
Cairndu were, almost entirely mem¬ 
bers of that party which, in Russia, 
had accepted Verigin us its leader. 
It will be remembered by those who 
have rend anything of the history of 
the Boukhobors, that on the death 
of the last lender there was u great 
division umong ti e Doukhr boi s on 
th«» ernes'.ion of hcadshin. The uartv

His 
name is Peter Dixon—an elderly man 
with piercing eyes, dark hair and 
beard, und u stoop in Ids walk, he 
might have stepped from the pages of 
J. M. liurric or lan Maclaren. 
j "A.v, thero was a marriage yester¬ 
day," he replied to an inquiry. "One 
of the fowk came fra’ Maxwclltown." 

"Have ^ou had many couples her.»?* 
was the next question. 

"Ay, a few," acknowledged Peter. 
He explained that the couples simply 
drove to Gretna for the ceremony 
and departed as soon us this was 
over. 

! Tho joiner-parson was careful to 
point out that one of the parth*s Is 
supposed to buvu been resident in 
• Scotland for twenty-one days before 
the ceremony’takes place. But asked 
how he assured himself on this point 
ho simply-replied, "1 Just tak’ their 
Word f<;r it."

CANADA'S GREAT ANNEX 

MAJOR HOODIE'S EXFTDITIOM 
TO HUDSON BAY, 

Yfcrils and Hardships Through 
Which Patrol Passod—Shar¬ 
ing Dog's Pood. 

The reports of Major Moodls, tbs 
Northwest Mounted Police officer ia 
command of the arctic expedition, 
have reached Col. White, Comptroller 
of the Police at Ottawa. Major 
Hoodie was sent last fall, in charge 
of the SS. Arctic, for the purpose of 
establishing police posts at various 
northern points, among them Cape, 
Wostenholme, Ungavs, at the en¬ 
trance to Hudson Bay, in Cumber¬ 
land Sound. Franklin Laud, and 
making a patrol of northern waters 
and lands where Canadian authority 
is to bo established. The Organic do- 
ficiences of the Arctic have interfered 
somewhat with the original pro¬ 
gramme. It Is expected that the ship 
will bo sent north again in the spring. 
The Arctic left Quebec Sept. 17, 
1004, reached Port Burwell Oct. 1. 
passed through Hudson Straits and 
across the northern portion of Hud¬ 
son Bay to Fullerton, where the 
winter w # as spent, arriving there Oct. 
10. The party on board numberod 
about fifty, consisting of Major 
Moodie, his wife and his son, who 
acted us secretary, ten members of 
the Mounted Police force, and the 
crew of the Arctic, under Sailing 
, Master Captain Ikrnier. The impor- 
i tant incidents of the winter were the 
arrival of a Messenger from a Nor- 
i v.egian expedition at King William 
j l^nd and the despatching of a party 
with mail down the western shore of 
Hudson Bay to Fort Churchill, 
RAPID TRAVELLING. 

Before this a party had been sent 
on a fivc-himdred-mile trip up Kam¬ 
il ion Inlet to Baker Lake, to the 
west of Fullerton, to let tho natives 


TEST FOR THE NAVY. 

' World-wide Manoeuvers to be 
Held Next Year. 

I The great scheme of British naval 
! manoouvros which was postponed 
this year chiefly owiug to the contin- 
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know that tho Arctic had arrivod, 
and to get them to bring in deer 
' meat and doer skins for tho winter 
clothing. This trip was made by Mr. 
i A B. Moodie. Interpreter Lane and a 
native called ‘ Scottio." Tho dogs 
and men covered tho five hundred 
miles in twenty-seven clays. Major 
Moodie writes: "The time was about 
tho y\orst season of the year for 
travelling, and the work may be Im¬ 
agined from the fact that "Scottio, 
one of the best natives on tho coast, 
played out. and Lune was laid up 
from the time of his return until 
about tho middle of May. This man 
has the reputation of being ono of 
tho best travellers on the Labrador 
roast." The trip of 1,100 miles to 
Churchill and return was a still more 
j severe test. It was made under tho 
command of Mr. A. I). Moodie, who 
had with him Corporal McArthur, In¬ 
terpreter Ford and three natives. 
Three days’ travelling at the rate 
of from thirty-flvo to forty miles a 
day finished the natives, and they 
were sent back to Fullerton, while 
J the white men continued, Mr. 
Moodie says: "The distance covered 
each day on this and the Baker 
Lake trip was spoken of with wonder 
1 by all of the natives that visited tho 
; Arctic, and has established u record 
I for tho Police in this country not in- 
| ferior to that they haVs won wherc- 
ever they have gone." 

1 PERILS OF WINTER TRAVEL. 
Tho trip down Hudson Bay killed 
six of the twenty-four dogs. The 
thirty-one days’ Journey required was 
full of difficulties and perils. There 
were many days when the terribls 
.storms made ‘travelling impossible. 
There v ere other days when the 
party was bewildered by fog. The 
dogs played out on the top of tho 
lust hill, and, with the buildings of 
Fort Churchill in sight, they lay 
| down and looked at their drivers, re¬ 
fusing to move. The lust few days 
i the men shared the raw deer meat of 
the dogs. Mr. Moodie says that it is 
palatallo when frozen. A ten days’ 
rest ami a fresh supply of dogs eu- 


Pr*f on tains Harbor, In honor of tho 
Minister of Marino, and tho promon¬ 
tory which protects it was christen¬ 
ed Capo Laurior. Tho harbor, ac¬ 
cording to tho natives, opens early 
in tho spring, and io not packed wLh 
ice at any time. A Police depot was 
established there, and Prefontaine 
Harbor will henceforward be one of 
the Dominion’s .northern outposts. 
The harbor abounds with salmon. 
HUDSON STRAITS OPEN IN JULY 

At the end of his second trip to 
Hudson Bay, where he has observed 
the conditions both winter and sum¬ 
mer, Major Moodie haa this to say 
as to the feasibility of navigation: 
"From my two years' experience, 1 
say that there should be no danger 
to any well-built, well-engined steami¬ 
er in coming into Hudson Straits 
and Bay early in July. Possibly she 
might bs delayed somewhat by ice if 
the wind had been continuous from 
the northeast, but she should not be 
in any danger. Everything depends 
upon what the prevailing winds have 
been, and last year is but little guide 
to this. In my opinion, and that of 
good men with whom I have con¬ 
sulted, tho south side of the straits 
is best for steamers coming in. For 
sailing ships tho north side is gener¬ 
ally proferrod."

TRAVEL ON THE OCEAN. 

Devices That Have Made Accidents 
Almost Unknown. 

In the presenco of the fearful loss of 
life in accidents on our railways, it 
is Increasing safety of travel by sea, 
says the Scientific American. Year 
after year passes by without any of 
the Important passenger steamers 
that cross tho Atlantic, or other 
oceans on which passenger travel is 
heavy, meeting with an accident that 
causes risk of life or limb to tho pas- 
dengers. The mail steamers come 
and go with a regularity approach¬ 
ing that of the best railw-a.v schedule 
and It, takes the very fiercest of At¬ 
lantic mid-winter gales to interfere 
seriously with this punctuality. The 
secret of this security is to be found 
both in the structure of tho ship tt- 
self, and in the marvellously ingen¬ 
ious dovices which science end inven¬ 
tion have placed at the service of the 
navigator to guide him in tho more 
perilous phases of his duty. 

The submarine signalling is a close 
rival to wireless tolography in the 
great increase that, it has made In 
the safety of travel on tho sea. One 
receiver is placed on each sido of the 
ship, with separate wires from each, 
and by the use of telephones tho offi¬ 
cer is able to hear a bell that is be¬ 
ing struck at a point many miles 
distant from the ship, nnd determine 
its direction. The officer of tho 
Kaiser Wilhelm, der Grosse states 
that on the last trip over, when tho 
ship wus four miles distant from the 
mouth of the River Wesor he plainly 
made out the signals conveyed from 
tho lightship there. Furthermore, 
as the vessel neared Nantucket, and 
when she was about four miles dis¬ 
tant from the lightship, ho hoard 
shrough the telephono the si/nal 
"00." This consists of six strokes 
of the boll, a pause and then six 
more strokes of the bell, which is the 
Nantucket lightship codo signal. At 
about the same distance from Fire 
Island light and from Sandy Ilook 
Lightship the respective signals were 
distinctly audible. Tho value of this 
device in preventing collision be¬ 
tween approaching ships is evident.

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AM SANATORIA FAILURES? 


Scottish Doctor Says They Bats 
R ot Reduced Death Rata. 

Dr. Ronald Macfte, of Dundee, 
Scotland, lately medical superintend¬ 
ent of the Sidlaw Sanatorium for 
the treatment of consumptives, de¬ 
clares that sanatoria for the poor, 
as at present conducted in England, 
"are simply a tragical farce." 

The seriousness of this statement 
may be realized when it is known 
(hat the annual loss to the nation 
from tuberculosis is at the present 
time between thirty and forty mil¬ 
lion pounds. Merely to relievo pau¬ 
perism due to tuberculosis £1,000,- 
000 annually is spent, says the Lon¬ 
don Express. 

Mr. Macile. In an article which ap¬ 
pears in the Lancet, states that 
there are in Great Britain at present 
about 200,000 poor consumptives 
and about 1,000 sanatorium beds for 
these. Therefore, about 3,000 pa¬ 
tients—ie., about 1 in 70—a year 
can be treated; and therefore, if all 
patients treated wero cured the 
dcath-rutc from consumption would 
bo lowered by about 1.4 per cent. As 
a matter of fact, however, only a 
small percentage of the patients 
treated arc cured. Therefore the 
much-vaunted sanatorium crusado 
which was going to stamp out tub¬ 
erculosis hardly affects the death 
rate. 

It may be objected that the sana¬ 
torium system in England is only 
in its infancy, but Dr. Macfie fore- 
staling this objection, shows that 
in Germany, where the experiment 
has been made under almost ideal 
administrative conditions, and in a 
businesslike and scientific way, the 
sanatoria for the poor have not 
been aVi unqualified success. 

3hireSire now in Germany more 
than seventy sanatoria, capable of 
treating 30,000 persons in the course 
of a year. The German Imperial 
Health Office investigated the after 
history of 2,147 former patients of 
these sanatoria, with the following 
remarkable results:— 

Of each 100 cases dismissed as be¬ 
ing wholly or partly able to work, 
only 12 per cent, were able to work 
four years later, while of each 100 
cases dismissed as being wholly or 
partly unable to work, 18 27 were 
able to work four years later. 

“Can treatment be of much value," 
Dr. Macfic asks, ' when so many of 
its support*! fail u nr a survive and 
outwork its supposed successes?" 

In the light of the German results, 
the writer soys, wo arc forced to the 
conclusion that 20 per cent, of euros 
is the highest that sanatoria on 
tholr present busis (unless in Alpine 
climates) can Attain, and that in 
England such a percentage can pro¬ 
bably never be reached. 


NATAL PAYS FOR CRUISER. 

Launch of H. M. S. Natal Marks 
End of a Type. 

H. M. S. Natal, the most power¬ 
ful and the heaviest armed cruiser 
ever built, was successfully launched 
recently at Messrs. Vickers. Sons 6c 
Maxim’s yard at Barrow. It is pro¬ 
bable that the Natal is the last of 
the cruisers. 

After the ceremony Mr. Albert 
Vickers stated that owing to the in¬ 
creasing armor and gun powder in 
modern navies the cruiser was now 
practically a fast battleship. and 
should lx? replaced by that type. 

The christening ceremony was per¬ 
formed by th? Duchoss of Devon¬ 
shire, and ns her Grace pulled the 
tiny lever which released the cables, 
the splendid vessel, weighing 7.400 
tons, glided down the slips and took 
the water nr easily and ns graceful¬ 
ly ns a sv.on.

JAPANESEFHONESYSTEM JEWS A STRONG FACTOR 


OOVXXVXEVT BAS A MONOP¬ 
OLY OK THEM. 

Flat Rental for All Classes of 
Service—System Mot Satis¬ 
factory. 

'When a Japanese diet in Toklo 
one of the assets of his estate is his 
telephone, and the privilege of tak¬ 
ing over the dead subscriber’s instru¬ 
ment is worth just $400 to his 
heirs," remarked Mr. R. Nakanaya, 
Japanese Government telephone ex¬ 
pert, during the course of a conver¬ 
sation relative to the telephono sys¬ 
tems of Japan, says the Vancouver 
World. 

Mr. Nakanaya passed through Van¬ 
couver recently, and during his stay 
in this city he made himself thor¬ 
oughly conversant with this city * 
telephone system and its ramifica¬ 
tions. Then he went on to Victoria 
to look into the system there. 

This little Japanese electrical en¬ 
gineer and telephone expert has boon 
investigating telephone systems the 
world over for tho past two years, 
and he ie now on his way back to 
Japan to prepare a voluminous re¬ 
port of his work for the Japanese 
Government, which despatched him 
on the mission. 

HAS A MONOPOLY. 

The Government of Japan is inter¬ 
ested in telephones for the reason 
that such instruments of communica¬ 
tion are a monopoly in the little em¬ 
pire—a Government monopoly. It is 
a fact of world-wide recognition that 
Governments as a rule do not pay 
particular attention to industries 
which they may happen to possess a 
monopoly of—and this maxint is ap¬ 
parently true of Japan, though as a 
result of Mr. Nakanaya's work In 
foreign lands It is possible that Jap¬ 
anese telephone systems may be mod¬ 
ernized. 

Tho great complaint in Japan is 
not so much against tho quality of 
the instruments and equipment of the 
systems as against tho total inabil¬ 
ity of the Government to supply ser¬ 
vice to all would-be subscribers. To 
get a telephone in Tokio a man 
either has to buy out a subscriber 
or wait his turn to secure an instru¬ 
ment, and there are no fewer than 
8,000 people on the waiting list 
ahead of him." 

MANY ARE WAITING. 

"Yes, it is true that 8,000 peop’e 
aro clamoriug for telephones in the 
city of Tokio alone." admitted M-. 
Nakanaya in reply to a question, 
"and the Government is unable to 
supply tho demand for the simp’e 
reason that it has not tho instru¬ 
ments. has not the working force tj 
install the telephones If it had them, 
and then of course the Government 
has a monopoly." 

A world of suggestion was convoy¬ 
ed in the gesture und look with whi^h 
Mr Nakanaya accompanied his re¬ 
ferences to the fact that the Govern¬ 
ment hn.< a "monopoly . " Government 
mills, like the mills of God, grind 
■lowly, and it is apparently a mas¬ 
ter of small concern to the Japanese 
Government if 8.000 of its clti/eis 
in one city alone are lifting their 
voices in lament because they cannot 
secure telephones. % 

HIGH RENTALS. 

"In Japan telephones are rented T j 
subscribers at a flat rate, it makes 
no difference for whut purpose they 
are used," explained Mr Nukanaya, 
in conversing on the question of cost 
to subscribers in his eountrv. A 
telephone for a private house costs 
just as much as one for a business 
office. In the city of Tokio, which 
has a population of a million and a 
half people, there are 22,000 tol-*- 
phonu subscribers und thousands 
more who would willingly give 6100 
to secure accommodation.

INFLUEMBE. 


Bow tho Race Figures in tho 
World’s Population—In Rus¬ 
sian Cities. 

The power of the Jew in the mod¬ 
ern world can hardly be exaggerated. 
In the world of finance, about which 
all tho other worlds of human 
activity revolve, he is supremo; and, 
in a sense, statesmen and kings, sol¬ 
dier* and diplomatists, aro depend¬ 
ent on his will. In London he is 
everywhere, says the London Ex¬ 
press. Most of us muster dozens of 
Jews among our acquaintances, ami 
not a few among our best friends, 
and there are many of our friends 
whom we do not suepoct of haviig 
Jewish blood in their veins. And it 
is, therefore, not a little surprising 
to learn from tho new edition of 
"The Jowish Year Book" that in 
Greater London, out of a population 
of six and a half millions, there aro 
only 138,860 Jews in all, or a frac¬ 
tion over 2 per cent.

THE JEWS IN EUROFE. 

The high figures in South Africa 
aro perhaps to be expected. In Eur¬ 
ope, Russia accounts for more 
than half tho total of Jew's, and 
Russia. Germany, and Austria-Hun¬ 
gary for nearly 90 per cent. Tho 
proportion of Jews to the popula¬ 
tion is, in Poland, 16.25 per cent.; 
in Russia (outside Poland), 4.03 per 
cent.; in Germany, 1.04 per cent.; in 
the United Kingdom, .50 per cent. 

It is exceedingly curious that, de¬ 
spite the fact that the Spanish Jews 
aro one of the divisions of the race, 
Spain's proportion is only .01 per 
cent., and Portugal's .02 per cent. 
In Palestine the rate is .12 per cent., 
in the United States, 1.97 per cent., 
nearly four times greater than its 
Great Britain; while in New Zealand 
it falls to .2 per cent.

GUTS ATLANTIC RECORDS 

XM TBS GOOD OLD DAYS AMD 
THE MEW. 

Passages of Early Days Are Loag 
Outclassed—Virginian's Groat 
Foat. 

If any evident were needed to 
prove that these are go-ahead times 
it has been furnished by the new tur¬ 
bine stcamor Virginian, of the Allan 
line, which has so recently knocked a 
wholo day off the Atlantic ri?coi*d— 
reaching Cape Race, in Newfound¬ 
land, four days and six hour* after 
leaving Moville, in Ireland, says 
London Tit Bits. One cannot holp 
wondering what our good forefather* 
of two or three generations ago 
would have said if thoy had been told 
that many a child then living would 
be able to cross the Atlantic In a few 
hours over four days. 

Why, it was the talk and wonder 
of tho world when. In 1819, tho good 
ship Savannah, 850 tons, fitted with 
an auxiliary paddle steam engine— 
tho first of all ocean-going steam¬ 
ships—made the pussege from New 
York to Liverpool In twoaty-slx 
day*. In those day* of steam navi¬ 
gation it was stated as a thing to 
marvel at that "some steamboats ac¬ 
tually voyaged from Glasgow to In¬ 
verary, partly through a strong sea, 
performing the Journey of 110 miles 
in sixty hours, and touching at stop¬ 
ping places with almost the regular¬ 
ity of a stage coach. No serious ac¬ 
cident has yet occurred and if the 
boilers of cast iron should give wav, 
a piece of cloth is firmly wedged 
into tho holo and the vessel proceeds 
without any danger to the passen¬ 
gers." 

OLD RECORD BREAKERS. 

But the Savannah was not destined 3 
to hold tho supremacy of the Atlan¬ 
tic for after she had led tho way so 
gallantly two other vessels' put her 
performance quito into the shade. 
One of them was the Sirius, a- Cork 
packet boat of 703 tons and 270 
h.p., with the wonderful speed of 
eight and a half knots an hour; and 
tho other was the Great Western— 
tho largest and most powerful ship 
then afloat—of 1,340 tons and 700 
h.p. 

It was on April 4th, 1838, that the 
Sirius started from Queenstown on 
her venturesome voyage (she had 
nover before been out of the Irish 
channel) across the Atlantic, and 
four days luter her sister and rival, 
tho Great Western, loft Bristol i:» 
pursuit of her. Never was a more 
gullant race on the high seas; the 
little Sirius fought every leugue of 
the way, her engineer stoking his 
fires with everything ho could lay his 
hands on; and she anchored in Now 
York hurbor Just two days before her 
pursuer on the 23rd, the larger Ves¬ 
sel huving brought the Atlantic re¬ 
cord down to fourteen and a half 
days, or ncurl.v half the time taken 
by the Havannuh somo years earlier, 
FIRST OF CUNAHDERS. 

This was the first of sixty-four 
trips across the "herring pond" mad© 
by tho Great Western, and before she 
was withdrawn from tho service she 
had reducod the passage to within 
a few hour* of twelve days. Her 
plucky little rivul, the Sirius, never 
repeated her performance; she was 
sent back to her humbler Irish Chan¬ 
nel work, and a couple of years luter 
went to the bottom of the sea out¬ 
side Queenstown, carrying many of 
the passengers with her. 

It was in this year (1840) that the

hours and oighteen minutes; and to¬ 
day there are several vessels, such 
as the Deutchland, Lueuniu, Campuil¬ 
ia and Cedric, which can bridge tlu 
Atlantic in a few hours over fiva 
days. In view of this startling 
breaking of records, one feels little 
surprise on being told that befor* 
long the Atlantic passage that occu¬ 
pies more than four days will b* 
considered slow. 

It may be interesting to note that 
several of the old clippers made some 
remarkably quick passages. Hulf a 
century ago the Red Jacket crossed 
from New York to Bristol in thir¬ 
teen duys; while the Dreadnought, in 
3 862, anchored at Queenstown nin*» 
days and seventeen hours after leav¬ 
ing Sandy Hook, thus proving thet 
in her day suils were no mean rivals 
of steam.

Foots ot Coakiaf and Battag Per¬ 
formed at Dtasy Altitudes. 

One of Blondln’g most applauded 
feats was making an omelet while bal¬ 
ancing on his rope at a dizzy height 
When crossing Niagara be performed 
this culinary exploit, which he subse¬ 
quently repeated In England In many 
strange situations, not the least being 
above the Thames, which he crossed 
more than once. 

The summit of Salisbury’s spire was 
used as a kitchen In 1655 when a 
plumber named Hendley, having sur¬ 
mounted its height of 400 feet pro¬ 
ceeded with the utmost nonchalance to 
cook an ample i«past consisting of a 
shoulder of mutton and a couple of 
fowlg. Again in 1702, when the same 
spire stood Tn need of repair, James 
Grisf, to whom the Job was Intrusted, 
cooked and ate a dish of beaus and ba¬ 
con, to the astonishment of the crowd 
collected below. 

On one occasion five adventurous 
spirits under the leadership of a cer¬ 
tain Pierre ltoubaud, taking with them 
cooking utensils, sealed the spire of 
Bayeux cathedral. On reaching the gi¬ 
gantic gilded statue of 8t. Michael, 
which then stood on the summit, they 
proceeded to eook their dinner, which 
they ute with great gusto, much to tho 
amazement of the onlookers, whose 
health they drank at the conclusion of 
the feast. 


DIET FOR FEVERS. 


of 


Dilated Milk U the Safest Kind 
Food to Employ. 

During the first few days of any run 
of fever there should bo no attempt 
made to give food, for, as neither gas¬ 
tric nor pancreatic Juices are secreted, 
the stomach cannot digest food and It 
putrefies. After tho saliva and other 
secretions have been restored food 
should be given that Is easiest to di¬ 
gest. Milk, which contains all tne food 
principles, Is known as the special diet 
for fevers of any sort. Diluted milk is 
easier of digestion than the pure milk, 
which curdles almost as soon ns it en¬ 
ters the stomach. One part of lime- 
water to one of milk Is a good pro¬ 
portion. Milk and mineral water Is 
also excellent. Fill a glass half full 
of milk and then fill up with the min¬ 
eral water. A little salt Increases its 
portability. Invalids, by the way. pre¬ 
fer more salt and less sugar in any 
dish. If plain milk agrees with the 
patient he mny be allowed to have 
from one to two quarts in twenty-four 
hours. Milk aud barley waters and 
peptonized milk are zill nutritious and 
digestible. Where a patient gets very- 
tired of the taste of milk the flavor 
may be varied by uddiug, with the 
physician's permission, a little strong 
coffee or oyster or clam broth. 


The Pimpernel. 

Not every one knows what flower Is 
meant by the pimpernel In the famous 
lines: 

Tho whlto lake blossom fell Into tho lake 

As the pimpernel dozed on the lea. 

It Is a pretty English wild flower of 
the primrose family and commonly 
known as -poor man’s weather glass," 
because Its petals uro so sensitive to 
moisture that they droop before the 
coming of rain. Garden burnet is 
sometimes confounded with this Eng¬ 
lish plant because it Is railed by the 
French **pliniK*rnelle.” But the piuipcr 
ncl which “dozed on the lea" Is a 
slightly poisonous, nrrid plant, not at 
all suitable In a salad.
